Dear Eric: 

I am returning the photos which accompanied your recent letter 
to Leslie. All the coins illustrated- -except of course the quarter-- 
were struck at Alexandria in Egypt. The three on top are coppers 
of Ptolemy II Philadelphus (285-246 B. C. ); of these the two on 
the right belong to a dated series inaugurated in 27l/0. If the 
letters between the eagles' legs are E and A respectively, these 
two coins belong to 267/6 and 27l/0 B. C. 

The coin at lower left is something of a mystery. The obverse 
suggests that it belongs to Trajan's regnal year 20 (A. D. 116/7), 
but I do not find the type, which is architectural, recorded for 
either his billon or his copper in that year. The last coin is 
a tetradrachm of Severus Alexander as Caesar struck in A. D. 
221 / 2 .
